COMMERCIAL  STOCKS   OF  DAIRY  AND   RELATED   PRODUCTS. 

Information  concerning  the  commercial  stocks  of  dairy  products,  eggs,  ice  cream,  margarine  and  peanut  butter,  as  reported  in  the 
War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  is  given  on  the  following  pages.  Assuming  that  the  stocks  reported  represent  from  85 
to  90  per  cent  of  all  commercial  stocks,  the  totals  of  such  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  as  follows:  Butter,  107,000,000  pounds; 
ice  cream,  730,000  gallons;  cheese,  185,000,000  pounds;  eggs,  70,300,000  dozens;  frozen  eggs,  22,200,000  pounds;  dried  eggs  and  egg 
albumen,  11,300,000  pounds;  dried  milk  and  milk  powder,  15,200,000  pounds;  margarine  (including  oleomargarine,  butterine,  etc.), 
22,300,000  pounds;   peanut  butter,  11,800,000  pounds;    condensed  and  evaporated  milk,  3*5,000,000  pounds. 

Comparative  stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  were  also  ascertained.  Only  in  the  case  of  butter  were  the  commercial 
stocks  smaller  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they  were  one  year  earlier.  The  stocks  of  cheese,  eggs,  margarine,  peanut  butter,  dried 
milk,  and  condensed  milk  were  from  one  and  one-fourth  times  as  large  to  more  than  one  and  three-fourths  times  as  large  on  the  date  of 
the  Survey  as  on  the  earlier  date,  while  the  stocks  of  frozen  eggs  and  of  dried  eggs  were  between  two  and  three  times  as  large  on  January  1, 
1918,  as  on  January  1,  1917.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  represent  the  following  percentages  of  the  cor- 
responding stocks  one  year  earlier:  Butter,  94.8  per  cent;  ice  cream,  101.6  per  cent;  cheese,  130.2  per  cent;  eggs,  133.1  per  cent;  frozen 
eggs,  291.2  per  cent;  dried  eggs,  239.7  per  cent;  dried  milk,  178.6  per  cent;  margarine,  127.2  per  cent;  peanut  butter,  124.8  per  cent; 
condensed  and  evaporated  milk,  143.3  per  cent. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  BUTTER. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  butter  actually  reported  for  January  1, 
1918,  amounted  to  93,768,918  pounds.  Nearly  one-half  of  these 
stocks  were  held  by  the  cold  storage  houses.  The  wholesale  dealers 
held  nearly  one-fifth  and  the  retail  dealers  and  the  creameries  each

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held  slightly  more  than  one-tenth.  The  meat  packers  held  only 
5.4  per  cent  of  the  total  and  a  group  of  miscellaneous  dealers  held 
approximately  the  same  percentage.  The  total  stocks  reported  are 
given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1,  while 
the  distribution  of  these  stocks  among  the  different  classes  of 
business  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  1. 

Table  2  shows  the  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated 
for  butter. 

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

Nearly  one-third  of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  butter,  or 
more  than  30  million  pounds,  were  reported  from  the  Middle 
Atlantic  states.  The  East  North  Central  division  and  the  New 
England  division  rank  second  and  third,  respectively,  in  stocks  of 


Table  2.

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butter  reported,  each  reporting  roughly  two-thirds  as  large  a  total 
of  commercial  stocks  as  the  Middle  Atlantic  division.  Among  the 
individual  states,  New  York  ranks  first  in  stocks  reported,  Massa- 
chusetts second,  Illinois  third,  and  Pennsylvania  fourth.  Consider- 
ably more  than  one-half  of  the  total  commercial  stocks  of  butter 
in  the  country  were  reported  from  these  four  states.  The  geographic 
distribution  of  these  stocks  is  given  by  groups  and  classes  of  firms 
in  Table  3.  Diagram  2  shows  the  distribution  of  the  total  stocks 
of  butter  by  geographic  divisions,  while  Diagram  3  represents  the 
stocks  of  butter  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states.

The  commercial  stocks  of  butter  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as 
compared  with  those  of  a  year  earlier  are  given,  by  classes  of  business, 
in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  1,  while  Table  4  gives  comparative 
figures  also  by  geographic  divisions  and  states.  According  to  these 
figures,  which  were  taken  from  schedules  giving  information  for 
both  dates,  the  cold  storages  and  the  retail  dealers  reported  ma- 
terially decreased  stocks,  while  the  creameries  and  the  wholesale 
dealers  reported  slightly  larger  stocks.  The  total  stocks  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey  were  equal  to  94.8  per  cent  of  those  of  a  year 
earlier.  The  comparative  stocks  of  butter  are  shown  graphically 
by  classes  of  business  in  Diagram  4.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  ICE  CREAM. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  ice  cream  reported  in  the  Food  Survey 
of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  638,305  gallons.  Of  this  amount 
the  manufacturers,  including  confectioners  as  well  as  ice  cream 
manufacturers,  held  nearly  75  per  cent.  The  cold  storages  held  less 
than  1  per  cent,  the  wholesale  dealers  2  per  cent,  and  the  retail 
dealers  4.8  per  cent.  The  stocks  of  ice  cream  reported  are  shown, 
by  classes  of  business,  in  the  first  column  of  Table  5,  while  the  rela- 
tive importance  of  the  stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  business 
concerns  is  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  5. 

The  number  of  firms  reporting  stocks  of  ice  cream  is  shown  in 
Table  6.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  ice  cream  reported 
is  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  7.  Considerably  more  than 
one-half  of  the  total  stocks,  it  may  be  noticed,  were  reported  from 
two  geographic  divisions,  namely,  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  the 
East  North  Central.  Among  the  individual  states  New  York  far 
outranked  all  others  in  total  stocks  of  ice  cream,  Pennsylvania 
ranking  second,  Illinois  third,  and  Ohio  fourth. 
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Comparative  figures  for  stocks  held  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  as 
compared  with  those  on  hand  one  year  earlier,  are  given,  by  classes 
of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  5,  and  are  shown 
by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  7.  The  retail  dealers, 
it  may  be  noticed,  reported  greatly  decreased  stocks  for  the  date 
of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  the  earlier  date,  while  the  wholesale 
dealers  reported  a  more  moderate  decrease.  The  manufacturers, 
the  miscellaneous  group  of  dealers,  and  the  cold  storages,  on  the 
other  hand,  reported  increased  stocks.  The  total  stocks  of  ice 
cream  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  1.6  per  cent  larger  than  the 
stocks  on  hand  January  1,  1917.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CHEESE. 

The  stocks  of  cheese  in  commercial  channels  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  161,700,934  pounds.  Of 
this  total  the  manufacturers  held  roughly  one-fifth;  the  cold  stor- 
ages, nearly  one-third;  the  wholesale  dealers,  one-fourth;  and  the 
retail  dealers,  one-eighth.  Only  7.5  per  cent  of  the  total  was  held 
by  the  meat  packers,  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms  held  2.5 
per  cent.  The  total  stocks  reported  are  shown  by  classes  of  business 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  8,  while  the  distribution  by  classes  of 
business  is  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  6.  The  number  of 
business  concerns  reporting  this  commodity  is  shown  by  groups 
and  classes  of  firms  in  Table  10.

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Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  cheese  is  shown  by  geographic 
divisions  as  well  as  by  states  in  Table  9.  The  Middle  Atlantic 
and  the  East  North  Central  divisions,  it  may  be  noticed,  each 
reported  about  one-third  of  the  total  stocks  of  cheese  in  the  country. 
In  general,  as  the  table  indicates,  the  Southern  states  reported 
relatively  small  stocks  of  this  commodity.  The  distribution  of 
these  stocks  by  geographic  divisions  is  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  7,  while  Diagram  8  shows  the  stocks  of  cheese  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

The  comparative  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  and  for  one 
year  earlier  are  given  for  each  class  of  business  in  the  last  three 
columns  of  Table  8.  These  comparative  figures  are  also  given  by 
geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  1 1 .  All  classes  of  business, 
it  may  be  noticed,  showed  an  increase  in  stocks  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey  as  compared  with  January  1,  1917.  These  increases  vary 
from  15  to  78  per  cent.  The  total  stocks  of  cheese  on  hand  January 
1,  1918,  represented  an  increase  of  30.2  per  cent  over  those  of 
January  1,  1917.  The  comparative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are 
represented  graphically,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Diagram  9.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  EGGS. 

The  stocks  of  eggs  in  commercial  channels,  as  reported  in  the 
Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  601,536,711  dozens. 
Of  this  total  the  cold  storages  reported  almost  exactly  one-half. 
The  wholesale  dealers  reported  slightly  more  than  one-fifth  of  the 
total,  and  the  retail  dealers  slightly  more  than  one-seventh.  The 
meat  packers  reported  only  6.1  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  a  miscel- 
laneous group  of  firms  held  7.2  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by 
each  group  and  class  of  firms  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table 
12,  and  the  stocks  reported  by  each  group  are  shown  graphically 
in  Diagram  10. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  eggs  is 
shown  in  Table  13.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  eggs  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  detail  in  Table  14.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  states,  it  may  be  noticed,  far  outranked  all  other  geographic 
divisions  in  stocks  of  eggs  reported.  The  East  North  Central 
division  ranked  second  in  stocks  reported,  the  New  England  divi- 
sion third,  and  the  West  North  Central  division  fourth.  The  state 
of  New  York  alone  reported  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  total  com- 
mercial stocks  of  eggs  in  the  country,  while  Illinois  and  Massa- 
chusetts each  reported  nearly  one-eighth  of  the  total.  The  dis- 
tribution of  these  stocks  by  geographic  divisions  is  shown  graphically 
in  Diagram  11.  while  the  stocks  of  eggs  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  shown  in  Diagram  12.

The  commercial  stocks  of  eggs  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  as 
compared  with  those  of  a  year  earlier,  are  given  in  the  last  three 
columns  of  Table  12,  and  may  be  found  in  greater  detail  in  Table  15. 
These  comparative  figures,  which  are  based  on  the  schedules  giving 
information  for  the  two  dates,  indicate  that  the  stocks  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey  were  materially  larger  than  those  on  hand  January  1, 

1917.  The  cold  storages  reported  an  increase  in  stocks  amounting 
to  49.1  per  cent,  while  the  other  more  important  groups  of  firms 
show  smaller  increases.     The  total  stocks  of  eggs  on  January  1, 

1918,  were  33.1  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  on  hand  January  1, 
1917.  These  comparative  stocks  for  each  of  the  more  important 
groups  of  firms  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  13.

The  commercial  stocks  of  frozen  eggs  reported  as  on  hand  Janu- 
ary 1,  1918,  amounted  to  19,401,422  pounds.  More  than  55  per 
cent  of  these  stocks  were  held  by  the  cold  storages;  the  wholesale 
dealers  held  20.2  per  cent,  and  the  meat  packers  8.1  per  cent.  The 
remainder,  amounting  to  16  5  per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous 
group  of  firms.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of 
business  concerns  are  given  in  column  one  of  Table  16,  while  the 
relative  importance  of  the  holdings  of  the  several  classes  is  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  14.

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  frozen  eggs'is  shown 
in  column  one  of  Table  18.  More  than  one-third  of  these  stocks, 
as  the  table  indicates,  were  reported  from  the  Middle  Atlantic  states, 
the  bulk  of  the  stocks  reported  for  the  division  being  in  the  state 
of  New  York.

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The  stocks  of  frozen  eggs  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  nearly 
three  times  as  great  as  those  on  hand  one  year  earlier,  as  indicated 
in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  16.  The  greatest  relative 
increase  in  such  stocks  was  reported  by  the  meat  packers.  The 
total  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  amounted 
to  291.2  per  cent  of  those  on  hand  January  1,  1917.  These  com- 
parative stocks  are  also  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  by 
states  in  the  last  two  columns  of  Table  18. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  DRIED  EGGS. 

The  total  stocks  of  dried  eggs  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  9,909,341  pounds.  Considerably 
more  than  one-half  of  these  stocks  were  reported  by  the  cold  stor- 
ages and  warehouses.  The  wholesale  dealers  reported  nearly  one- 
fourth  and  the  bakers  approximately  one-sixth.  The  retail  dealers 
reported  less  than  1  per  cent  of  the  total,  while  6.8  per  cent  of 
these  stocks  were  reported  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  class  of  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  19,  while  the  relative  importance  of  the  stocks 
reported  by  these  classes  of  concerns  is  shown  graphically  in 
Diagram  15. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  dried  eggs 
is  shown  by  classes  of  firms  in  Table  20.

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Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  dried  eggs  reported 
is  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  21.  These  figures  indicate 
that  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  stocks,  or  6.076,450  pounds  of  dried 
eggs,  were  reported  from  the  state  of  New  York.  The  only  other 
states  reporting  as  much  as  one-half  a  million  pounds  of  this  com- 
modity were  New  Jersey,  Illinois  and  Massachusetts. 

The  comparative  stocks  of  dried  eggs  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
and  on  January  1,  1917,  are  shown  in  the  last  three  columns  of 
Table  19.  These  figures  indicate  that  there  was  a  very  material 
increase  in  the  stocks  of  this  commodity  for  each  of  the  classes  of 
dealers  reported.  The  total  stocks  of  January  1,  1918,  were  equal 
to  239.7  per  cent  of  those  on  hand  January  1,  1917.  Comparative 
stocks  are  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  two 
columns  of  Table  21. 

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  DRIED  MILK. 

Commercial  stocks  of  dried  milk  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey 
of  January  1  1918,  amounted  to  13,296,422  pounds.  Of  this  total, 
the  ice  cream  manufacturers  held  19.1  per  cent;  warehouses,  19.4 
per  cent;  wholesale  dealers,  14.8  per  cent;  bakers,  13.3  per  cent; 
and  retail  dealers,  1.9  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to 
31.5  per  cent  of  the  total,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of 
concerns,  as  indicated  in  Table  22. 

The  stocks  reported  by  the  different  classes  of  business  con- 
cerns are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  22,  while  the  relative 
importance  of  the  stocks  of  each  class  of  firms  is  indicated  by 
Diagram  16. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  dried  milk 
is  shown  by  classes  of  firms  in  Table  24.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  distribution  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  of  the  stocks 
of  dried  milk  reported  is  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  23. 
The  East  North  Central  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in 
stocks  reported,  with  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  a  relatively  close 
second.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first, 
Wisconsin  second.  Pennsylvania  third,  Massachusetts  fourth,  and 
California  fifth.  Two-thirds  of  the  total  stocks  in  the  country  were 
held  in  these  five  states. 


The  comparative  stocks  of  dried  milk  held  on  the  date  of  the 
Survey  and  one  year  earlier  are  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in 
the  last  three  columns  of  Table  22,  and  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  two  columns  of  Table  23.  These 
figures  indicate  that  there  was  a  material  increase  in  the  stocks 
of  dried  milk  held  by  all  classes  of  business  represented  during  the 
year  1917.  The  total  stocks  on  hand  January  1,  1918,  represent 
178.6  per  cent  of  the  stocks  on  hand  January  1,  1917.

Jersey  fourth,  Massachusetts  fifth,  and  Ohio  sixth.  Nearly  one- 
half  of  the  total  stocks  in  Illinois  were  held  by  the  meat  packers, 
while  the  stocks  of  the  other  states  mentioned  were  more  largely 
in  the  hands  of  the  wholesale  and  retail  dealers.  The  distribution 
of  these  stocks  by  geographic  divisions  is  represented  graphically 
in  Diagram  18,  while  in  Diagram  19  are  shown  the  stocks  of 
margarine  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  MARGARINE. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  margarine  (including  oleomargarine, 
butterine,  etc.)  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918, 
amounted  to  19,479,229  pounds.  Of  these  total  stocks,  the  meat 
packers  held  22.7  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  30.3  per  cent; 
and  the  retail  dealers  32.1  per  cent.  The  cold  storages  held  only 
4.2  per  cent  of  the  total,  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms  held 
10.7  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  group  and  class  of  firms 
are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  25,  and  the  relative  importance 
of  the  stocks  reported  by  the  various  groups  of  business  concerns 
is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  17. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  margarine 
is  shown  by  groups  and  classes  of  dealers  in  Table  26. 

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  oleomargarine 
reported  is  shown  by  geographic  divisions  and  states,  for  each  group 
and  class  of  dealers,  in  Table  27.  Two-thirds  of  the  total  stocks 
reported,  it  may  be  noticed,  were  held  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and 
East  North  Central  states.  The  state  of  Illinois  ranks  first  in 
total  stocks,   with  New  York  second,   Pennsylvania  third ,   New

The  comparative  stocks  for  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917, 
are  shown  by  groups  and  classes  of  firms  in  the  last  three  columns 
of  Table  25,  while  Table  28  gives  such  comparative  figures  by 
geographic  divisions  and  states.  Every  group  and  class  of  firms 
reporting,  it  may  be  noticed,  showed  a  material  increase  in  stocks 
held  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  those  held  one 
year  earlier.  This  increase  was  smaller  in  the  case  of  the  meat 
packers  than  in  that  of  any  other  group  of  firms.  It  was  largest 
in  the  case  of  the  cold  storages.  The  total  stocks  on  January  1, 
1918,  represented  127.2  per  cent  of  the  stocks  on  January  1,  1917, 
or  an  increase  of  27.2  per  cent,  which  is  almost  exactly  the 
increase  shown  in  the  stocks  of  the  wholesale  dealers.  The  com- 
parative stocks  for  the  two  years  are  shown  graphically  for  each 
group  of  firms  except  the  miscellaneous  group  in  Diagram  20.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  PEANUT  BUTTER. 

The  stocks  of  peanut  butter  in  commercial  channels  reported  in 
the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  10.298,527 
pounds.  Of  this  total  the  peanut  butter  manufacturers  held  only 
1.7  per  cent  and  the  warehouses  only  0.8  per  cent.  The  wholesale 
dealers  held  41.1  per  cent  and  the  retail  dealers  50.5  per  cent,  or 
more  than  one-half  of  the  total  commercial  stocks  reported.  The 
balance  of  5.9  per  cent  was  reported  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of 
firms.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  group  and  class  of  business  are 
given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  29,  while  the  relative  importance 
of  the  stocks  reported  by  each  group  of  business  concerns  is  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  21.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  peanut 
butter  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown,  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states,  for  each  class  of  business  in  Table  31.  The  East  North 
Central  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  ranked  first  in  stocks  reported 
and  nearly  one-half  of  the  stocks  reported  for  this  division  were 
held  in  Illinois.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  second,  and 
the  West  North  Central  division  ranked  third.  The  distribution  of 
these  stocks  by  geographic  divisions  is  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  22,  while  Diagram  23  shows  the  stocks  of  peanut  butter 
reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states.

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Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 
More  than  eight-tenths  of  the  reports  for  peanut  butter,  based 
on  the  quantity  reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as 
well  as  for  January  1, 1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two- 
year  reports  are  given  by  groups  and  classes  of  firms  in  the  last 
three  columns  of  Table  29,  and  also  by  geographic  divisions  and  by 
states  in  Table  32.  These  figures  indicate  a  material  increase  in 
the  stocks  of  peanut  butter  during  the  year  1917.  This  increase 
in  stocks  was  especially  marked  in  the  case  of  the  wholesale  dealers, 
whose  stocks  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  48.1  per  cent  larger 
than  the  stocks  held  by  them  January  1,  1917.  The  total  stocks 
for  all  groups  and  classes  of  firms  showed  an  increase  of  24.8  per 
cent  over  those  of  January  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  of  the 
two  years  are  shown  for  each  group  of  concerns  except  the  miscel- 
laneous group  in  Diagram  24.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  CONDENSED 
MILK. 

The  total  stocks  of  condensed  and  evaporated  milk  reported  in 
the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  310,881,660 
pounds.  Of  this  total  the  milk  condensaries  held  22.8  per  cent; 
the  storage  warehouses,  7.7  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  35.4 
per  cent;  and  the  retail  dealers,  27.2  per  cent.  The  remainder, 
amounting  to  6.9  per  cent,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of 
firms.  The  stocks  of  condensed  milk  reported  by  each  group  and 
class  of  business  concerns  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  33 
and  the  relative  importance  of  the  stocks  reported  by  the  several 
groups  of  firms  is  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  25.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 
The  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  condensed  and 
evaporated  milk  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  is  shown,  for 
each  group  and  class  of  firms,  in  Table  35.  This  table  indicates 
that  the  East  North  Central  division  reported  more  than  83'million 
pounds  of  condensed  milk,  which  was  considerably  more  than 
one-fourth  of  the  total  stocks  reported  for  the  entire  country.  The 
Middle  Atlantic  division  ranks  second,  with  upwards  of  69  million 
pounds,  which  was  nearly  twice  the  amount  reported  by  any  of 
the  remaining  seven  geographic  divisions.  The  smallest  stocks  of 
this  commodity,  both  absolutely  and  on  a  per  capita  basis,  were 
reported  from  the  East  South  Central  group  of  states.  The  dis- 
tribution of  these  stocks  is  shown  in  graphic  form  by  geographic 
divisions  in  Diagram  26,  while  the  stocks  of  condensed  milk  reported 
for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  graphically  in 
Diagram  27.

The  comparative  commercial  stocks  of  condensed  and  evaporated 
milk  on  January  1,  1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  are  shown  by  groups 
and  classes  of  firms  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  33  and  are 
also  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  36.  These 
comparative  figures,  which  are  based  on  the  reports  that  gave 
information  for  both  dates,  indicate  a  material  increase  in  stocks 
on  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  the  earlier  date  for 
each  group  and  class  of  firms.  This  increase  is  especially  marked 
in  the  case  of  the  milk  condensaries,  whose  stocks  on  the  date  of 
the  Survey  were  more  than  two  and  one-half  times  as  great  as  on 
January  1,  1917.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey  were  43.3  per  cent  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  firms 
January  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  are  repre- 
sented graphically  for  each  group  of  firms  except  the  miscellaneous 
in  Diagram  28.  The  very  marked  increase  in  the  stocks  of  milk 
is  an  outstanding  feature  of  the  diagram.
